M’MANIGAL FREED. 


The J ury Bro ught In a Verdict 
o f No t Guilty . 


HAD ONLY TWO BALLOTS 


The J ury Came Into Co urt at 9 :3 0 
O’clo ck Sunday Fo reno o n, 
Ueing: Out 11 Ho urs. 


J. H. McManigal, indicted for 
murder in the first degree for the 
killing of Capt. Thos. C. Young, 
of Lex ington, Mo,, and whose trial 
ex tended over a period of eight 
day s, was declared not guilty by a 
verdict returned at 9130 o’clock 
Sunday morning, and the defend­ 
ant was at once released from cus­ 
tody . 
The jury retired for delibera­ 
tion at 10:20 o’clock Saturday 
night, 
and 
after 
a 
brief 
dis­ 
cussion 
of 
the 
case 
and 
pe­ 
rusal of the instructions a ballot 
was taken, the result showing that 
ten out of the twelve were in favor 
of acq uittal, while the remaining 
two favored a sentence of ten 
y ears’ imprisonment in the peni­ 
tentiary for the defendant. 
No other ballot was taken Sat­ 
urday night, the jury going to 
their cots soon afterward for a few 
hours’ slumber. 
After breakfast, Sunday , a sec­ 
ond ballot was taken, with the re­ 
sult that a verdict of acq uittal was 
agreed upon. 
Deputy Sheriff Dillard was ap­ 
prised about 9 o’clock that the jury 
was ready to report and Judge 
Longan and the interested attor­ 
ney s were sent for. 
A t 9 130 o’clock the jury came 
into court and its verdict was 
read, only a few spectators being 
present, as it was not generally 
known on the street that a verdict 
ha d been reached. 
As soon as the words were read 
Major P. H. Sangree, who was 
seated near the defendant, reached 
over and congratulated him, but 
the latter was so filled with emo­ 
tion that he was unable to utter a 
word. 
W ithout a moment’s hesitation, 
Mr. McManigal passed along in 
front of the jury , shaking each one 
by the hand, but not a sy llable 
could he utter. 
This concluded, he returned to 
his chair and sat down, giving 
away to tears that flowed uncheck­ 
ed for several minutes. 
Judge Longan thanked the jury 
for its faithful work, and the de­ 
fendant was formally discharged 
from custody . 
He left the court room in com­ 
pany with Mr. Cashman, one of 
his attorney s, and came 
down 
street, a number of people stop­ 
ping him en route to ex tend con­ 
gratulations. 
Attorney and client repaired to 
Mr. Cashman’s office, where they 
spent a brief period in consulta­ 
tion, after which Mr. McManigal 
left for East Sedalia to meet his 
wife, children and mother-in-law, 
who were the guests of friends 
there. 
The good news had already pre­ 
ceded him, a messenger from the 
East Seaalia engine house having 
apprised Mrs, McManigal of the 
verdict, and over the meeting with 
his family the D e m oc r at throws 
the mantle of privacy . 
During the afternoon Mr. McJ 
Manigal came dowq ^town ;|nd met 
a few friends, the glad hand being 


ex tended him wker he went. 
The terrible straihat he had 
labored under thet two weeks 
told upon him in Irked degree, 
but as the hourassed he re­ 
gained his composand today he 
looks like a differenan. 
Just what his ire will be, 
even Mr. McMani^imself does 
not know. 
He wgo with his 
family to Warrenst for a visit, 
aad will then decicbon what he 
will do. 
He may die to locate 
permanently in Sed, but this is 
by no means assurcnor will he 
likely reach a decia for a few 
day s. 
The verdict meetsth approval 
in some q uarters, w in others 
the belief prevails thome sort of 
punishment should fe been in­ 
flicted. 
On one point all aigreed, and 
that is that the dedant was 
most ably defended avigorously 
prosecuted, and he os no small 
debt of gratitude to attorney s, 
a q uartette of gentlemwho stand 
in the front rank of tiinal law­ 
y ers in Missouri.

W. S. Allen paid a visit to the 
Hanbury mines last Friday , and 
thus tells what he learned on the 
trip, as printed in the St. Louis 
Republic : 
The Hanbury mining camp, in 
Benton county , during the past few 
weeks has made surprising strides. 
The published reports of the dis­ 
covery of bodies of rich ore on the 
edge of the ‘ Ozark Uplift” has at­ 
tracted the attention of the mining 
world and sy stematic investigation 
by ex perts from the Aurora and 
Joplin districts. 
The Hanbury camp now presents 
a Joplin appearance. 
In the vi­ 
cinity of the Hanbury railroad sta­ 
tion bins filled with washed jack 
line the side tracks of the S., W. 
& S., while the dumps at the many 
shafts are loaded down with un­ 
crushed and unwashed lead and 
zinc ore. 
These great piles of ore, 
containing hundreds of tons of 
crude ore, mix ed with rock or 
shale, are now awaiting the arrival 
ol 
crushers, 
concentrators 
and 
smelting machinery . 
Mills may 
not be erected before nex t spring, 
but the work of taking out ore will 
continue throughout the winter. 
The Hanbury hill is a small spot 
on the map of Benton county , but 
the shafts which have been sunk 
there have demonstrated that it 
contains a solid bed of lead and 
zinc ore, which will req uire y ears 
of labor to bring to the surface. 
Among the visitors to the Han­ 
bury camp during the past week 
were A. L. Wetherold, of Frank- 
ton, Ind., and James A. Wells, of 
Greenfield, Ind., owners of glass 
plants in the Indiana gas field. 
After looking over the field they 
decided to erect a $100,000 mill 
and invest $5 0,000 in operating 
mines. 
They will commence op­ 
erations on this plant in the early 
spring. 
T. J. Evans, of Council 
Bluffs, la., who is operating mines 
at Aurora, Mo., has commenced 
mining on the north slope of Han­ 
bury hill. 
Outside of Hanbury the greatest 
strike has been made by the Rich 
Hill company , on the Harms land, 
three miles southeast of Hanbury 
station. 
This shaft is now pass­ 
ing through a stratum of the high­ 
ly prized ‘^Peacock” jack, the rich­ 
est zinc ore ever found. 
The Illi­ 
nois company , operating on the 
Balltown Hill, is also taking out 
rich zinc ore from one shaft at a 
depth of only eighteen feet from 
the surface. 
The “ Big Five” shaft at Han­ 
bury , owned by Garrett Miller, 
Garrett Kieffer, Clause Yunge and 
Edward Schwald, has uncovered a 
perfect formation at 
thirty -two 
feet. 
M. D. Moore, cashier of the Cole 
Camp bank; W. E. Stone, A. 
Schwald and Leon Schwald own a 
shaft just west of “ Lone Star No. 
I , ” and have struck rich ore. 
A noteworthy condition which 
ex ists throughout the Hanbury dis­ 
trict is that the stone and dirt 
taken out of each shaft contains 
more than a sufficient amount of 
ore to pay all ex penses of operat­ 
ing, even before drifting has com­ 
menced.

It was on Nov ember 8 , 18 9 5, that a 
man en tered Mr. Trifet’s office an d 
offered for sale a part of a sheet of 
rare stamps. 
Mr. Trifet had sev eral 
y ears prev iou sly prepared a collection 
of stamps for Nathan iel L. Peabody , 
of Milton , Mass., son of the sen ior 
member of the firm of Kidder, Pea­ 
body & Co. 
The stamps had been 
mou n ted on specially prepared sheets, 
squ ared off for each stamp an d orn a­ 
men ted with a border. 
The collec­ 
tion had been stolen from the Kidder 
home, at Milton , in 18 8 8 . 
It was 
then v alu ed at $3,000. 
Mr. Trifet recog n ized the part of 
a sheet by the border. He aske-d the 
man if he had other stamps, 
an d 
learn ed that he had. Pu rchasin g the 
set, a series of Virg in islan ds stamps, 
he told the man to retu rn the n ex t 
day with the others. Mean while he 
in formed the police of the in ciden t. 
On Mon day aftern oon the 
man 
brou g ht the other stamps. The po­ 
lice were called an d the fellow was 
arrested. He g av e his n ame as James 
S. Chaffee. 
It was learn ed that he 
had been in tru sted with the stamps 
for safe keepin g by on e William Bas­ 
sett, who, u n der the n ame of Wil­ 
liam Barrett, was serv in g a sen ten ce 
for the mu rder in 18 9 4 of James H. 
Farrar, a y ou n g farmer of Weston . 
The remain der of the collection 
was fou n d at Chaffee’s 
hou se 
on 
Mou n t Vern on street, Jamaica Plain .* 
Du rin g the time sin ce the stamps had 
been stolen their v alu e had in creased 
to $3,000. 
Sev eral tru n k loads of 
silv erware an d fu rs 
an d 
$100,000 
worth of secu rities were also fou n d 
hidden in the bu ildin g . The property 
was placed at police headqu arters for 
iden tification . 
It was then that the ex ten t of the 
bu rg laries commitieed was realized. 
From all ov er the state people came 
to recov er stolen property , an d it was 
fou n d that the g oods represen ted 54 
bu rg laries, most of which had been 
committed in sou theastern Massachu ­ 
setts. 
Mrs. Fred L. Ames iden tified prop­ 
erty stolon at the time that the famou s 
pain tin g s own ed by the Ames fami­ 
ly were taken . 
These were recov ­ 
ered in 18 9 5 
throu g h 
a 
reward. 
When the reward was made it was 
said that the mon ey wou ld be u sed 
for cou n sel for a man who was on 
trial for his life. The man was Bas­ 
sett, who was the chief con spirator in 
the robberies. 
Property stolen on Ju ly 5, 18 8 8 , 
from the home of ex -Gov . John 1). 
Lon g at Hin g ham was iden tified, as 
w’ere also g oods taken from tlie resi­ 
den ces of Mrs. Lou is A. Shaw 
at 
Chestn u t Hill, A. Hollin g sworth at 
Milton an d Edward A. Atkin s at Bel­ 
mon t. 
Chaffee v as su bsequ en tly 
tried an d con v icted for receiv in g 
stolen property , an d is n ow serv in g his 
sen ten ce.— Boston Tran script.

The 
Nation al Druggist an n oun ces that it 
has been quite ov erwhelmed with let­ 
ters on the subject, most of them in 
refutation of Dr. K oppe’s v iews. On e 
of these from Dr. Ilom er Wakefield, 
of Bloomin gton , 111., it giv es in full 
as ^^con tain in g in a con den sed form 
all the argumen ts adv an ced in the 
other articles. Says Dr. Wakefield: 
^•^This remarkable article deduces 
that distilled water is a ^dan gerous 
protoplasmic poison ’ because of the 
absen ce of organ ic con tamin ation s. 
I t should he added here that rain wa­ 
ter; as it falls from the 
clouds, is 
aerated distilled water; it is the most 
healthful kn own .

P h y­ 
sician s kn ow it is the host solv en t of 
in organ ic con cretion s in the 
liody, 
an d en gin eers kn ow it is the hest boil­ 
er compoun d, followin g the use 
of 
hard water an d the con seqiien fc forma­ 
tion of hard in crustation s. ^Miile it is 
true that stagn an t rain water, con ­ 
tain ed in foul cistern s, full of all kin ds 
of con tamin ation , is un fit for drin k­ 
in g or cookin g, it is also true that 
there is n otliin g more wholesome than 
pure distilled water, tightly corked 
in clean hot ties, protected from con ­ 
tamin ation of ev en impure air. Pure 
water, well corked, n ev er gets stale, 
^As to the in organ ic con stituen ts 
of ordin ary fliard’ drin kin g waters 
much m ight he said, hut sufllce it to 
say that lime an d other min erals, in 
quan tities in drin kin g water, often 
prov e in jurious to the imbiber, by the 
formation in the sv stem of in soluble 
compoun ds in the gall bladder, kid­ 
n eys, bladder, etc. N ature’s deman ds 
for home-forTiiin g material is much 
better satisfied from foods than from 
water, hard or soft.

water 
taken in to the stomach causes com­

This is a well establislicd fact, 
an d 
n ot as on e adv ertisemen t implies, a 
v ision of a mad microscopist. 
The 
testimon y of physician s that the pro­ 
lon ged use of distilled water has a 
ten den cy to decrease the body weight 
shows a lessen in g of n utritiv e power 
ill the issues. 
Most 
person s 
eat 
en ough salt on their food to brin g up 
the av erage, an d man y ])crsoiis in mid­ 
dle life, an d after, eat too much of all 
kin ds of food an d drin k too little 
fluid, so that for them a course of dis­ 
tilled water may he most ben eiicial, 
carryin g away an excess which should 
he harmful. If an in div idual ov er 40 
is liv in g on potatoes pared before 
cookin g, white bread, iin saltcd but­ 
ter, cream, fruit an d sugar, then dis­ 
tilled water would he superfluous if 
n ot harmful; hut if the diet is rich in 
meat, in cereals, in milk, an d abun d­ 
an t at that, it is v ery probable that 
distilled water would remov e more of 
the excess than would a hard water 
taken as a bev erage.
